Tue distribution of profits made during July in 
half-yearly disbursements of corporations paying divi- 
dends will aggregate over $146,000,000, it is claimed, 
as against $138,000,000 in January of this year, and 
$139,462,383 in July of a year ago. 


Iron and steel imports will show a total of more 
than $50,000,000 in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1903. The Bureau of Statistics figures show for I! 
months an importation of 47 million dollars’ worth of 
irom and steel manufactures, against 23 millions in the 
corresponding months of 1902 and 16 millions in the 
same months of 1901. The total for the month of May, 
1903, was $3,679,821, and unless the June figures fall 
materially below those of May, the grand total for the 
year will be over $50,000,000. This is in marked con- 
trast with conditions in recent years. The total im- 
portation of iron and steel manufactures in 1898 was 
12% million dollars; in 1892, 12 millions; in 1900, 20 
millions ; in 1902, 27 millions; and in 1903, as already 
indicated, will be about 50 millions. 


AN interesting case has recently been decided in New 
York in regard to the difference between a patentable 
combination of parts and an unpatentable aggregation 
of parts. A Mr. Carpenter secured a patent in 1896 
on a bi-transit railway system. The patent describes 
a new plan for handling a large number of passengers 
who patronize all public vehicles provided for rapid 
transit in large cities. It was argued that this inven- 
tion was patentable as a “machine.” The court found 
it impossible to discover any ground for sustaining the 
patent. The court took judicial notice of the fact that 
for a century at least it has been customary for pas- 
sengers living in small towns to take local trains to 
iarge cities, remain at the station, and upon the arrival 
of the express, cross a platform and board the train. 
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SEVERAL trade journals, among them the 
The Parcels Pacific Fruit World, print an editorial 
Post.

this San Francisco paper of June 13, 
1903, contained the following article:

York resulted in the organization of the Par- 
cels Post League of New York, Col. Albert

New York) Treasurer, James L. Cowles, Sec- 
retary, and the following Executive commit- 
tee: Hon. John Wanamaker, Oscar Strauss 
(late Minister to Turkey), Patrick Farally, 
O. W. Brady (of McClure’s Magazine), and 
Dr. Charles B. Spahr (of The Outlook). 

The object aimed at is to obtain the inaug- 
uration of a Parcels Post System on the fol- 
lowing basis:

Progress—yes, progress crab-fashion, which advo- 
cates a sweeping away of the elaborate distributive sys- 
tem built up by an advancing civilization and a return 
tc the primitive methods of savagery. 

This article is a ridiculous tissue of fabrications. 
How preposterous, for example, is the statement that 
the parcels post would enable the American people “to 
evade the yokes prepared for them by giant syndi- 
cates”! How those friends of the people, John Wana- 
maker, the trade trust man of Philadelphia and O. W. 
Brady, acting in the interests of the mail order cus- 
tomers of McClure’s Magazine, are thus masking their 
endeavors to crush the smaller merchants in the inter- 
ests of mail order houses. As seen by this article from 
the Pacific Fruit World, funds are being solicitea, 
governors and college presidents are being enlisted, 
and it behooves retail merchants to answer the shot 
sent across their battlements by a sunker Hill 
volleys in favor of commercial freedom. California 
has an assaciation of hardware men 400 strong. Have 
they, we wonder, informed Gov. Geo. C. Pardee of 
that commonwealth that they would like to have him 
resign as vice-president of the California Postal Prog- 
ress League? If not, why not? The hardware trade 
should know that it has an ugly fight on its hands. 
Largely through the efforts of the National Retail

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Hardware Dealers’ Association the parcels post bill 
was throttled in 1902. Will it win in 1903? Or 1904? 
Perpetual warfare is the only price of trade freedom. 
Special privilege is a hardy weed. If every root but 
one is pulled from the soil one year a crop will spring 
from the single root left the next year.

E. B. Shaw is going to build, she will want some 
builders’ hardware. Write her, and let her know how 
specially well equipped you are in furnishing locks, 
etc., at low prices. 

John Williams, the hired man from Lester county, 
may want to make some hardware purchases when his 
wages are due. He will be flattered by a personal 
letter calling attention to your cutlery, revolvers, etc. 

John Costello and the rest of the happy grooms and 
their brides will soon be heavy buyers of all kinds of 
hardware, stoves and house furnishing goods.

Bolts inserted in green woodwork 
covered with it are prevented from rusting, and so are 
easily removed. Tap bolts may be made to fit very 
tightly and yet be put in and taken out without dan- 
ger of twisting off the heads. The ground surface of 
water tube caps is kept in prime condition by its use.

THE AMERICAN FURNACE.

These furnaces are built on vertical 
lines. The fire pot is made of one piece of heavy steel, 
which forms the entire drum except the head and is 
lined with the very best sectional fire brick. The grates 
are triangular and hollow in the center. Either side 
may be turned to the fire, which prevents them from 
warping. The bars work separately, permitting the 
removal of the ashes from around the sides without 
waste of coal through the center. 

The furnace drums and radiators are made in five 
sizes, all of open hearth steel. The three smaller sizes 
are made of No. 10 gauge and the two larger sizes of 
No. 8 gauge. The heads of the three smaller sizes are 
made of No. 8 gauge and the heads of the two larger 
sizes are made of No. 6 gauge steel. All radiators and 
the smoke pipe under the casing are made of 14 gauge 
steel. All are made of a single piece of steel from 
bottom to top and are riveted tight like a boiler by 
rivets placed about one inch apart. The seam is riveted 
down the side instead of the front, so that the pouches 
can be fitted on a smooth surface. The horizontal dust 
chamber is not connected to the drum. The clean-out 
is in the end of the dust chamber. The pouch feed and 
radiators are constructed with heavy backing flanges 
to prevent the steel from springing away. The feed 
door is very large, so that it will admit wood and large 


lumps of coal. The fuel pouch is made in one piece 
from the furnace down to the place where the door 
hangs and there is no joint in the pouch wheel the cas- 
ing possesses.

All light foot sections have strap holes so that by the 
use of a tin strap the stack can be easily attached to 
an adjoining stud. 

All boots or foot pieces have strap holes as well as 
soledring shoulders, so that boots can either be at- 
tached by means of a strap to the nearest joist or solder 
to the stack, which ever method best suits the dealer. 

Slips on Chicago pipe are one inch long or fully dou- 
ble the length of the slips on nearly every other line. 

All sections of pipe, adjustable joints, and all fittings 
have soldering shoulders. 

Flanges in stack heads are sufficiently long to avoid 
the necessity of piecing them out. 

Combinations can be made with fewer pieces than 
with any other line. 

There is no necessity of soldering at all unless so 
desired by architect or owner as pipe can be attached to 
studs by straps and the long slips make soldering un- 
necessary. Boots can be straped to joists if desired. 

The weight of stock used is heavier than that in 
competing lines, making a more rigid and better pipe.

There is no possible 
manner in which the ventilation can be cut off, while 
at the top of the stack head there are perforations di- 
rectly over the space between the inner and outer pipes, 
insuring a constant flow of air at all times and under 
all conditions. ; 

The slip on the Chicago sectional wall pipe is made 
so that it fits tightly into the socket end prepared to 


receive it.

ROBINSON TUBULAR FURNACES. 








The Robinson Furnace Co., 107-109 Lake street, 
Chicago, send us a catalogue devoted to Robinson’s 
tubular furnaces for 1903-1904. The flues in Robin- 
son’s tubular furnaces are the standard 3-inch, 4-inch 
and 5-inch wrought charcoal boiler tubes (seamless). 
They are 24 inches long and weigh from 7 to 18 pounds 
each. There being no seam in boiler flues, they are 
absolutely gas-tight. 

The radiators are made with cast iron tops and bot- 
toms and the flues are encased in a heavy sheet of re- 
fined steel in one piece. The joints are all cup joints 
and the entire radiator is put together with the best 
quality of asbestos cement. This insures a dust-tight 
as well as a gas-tight furnace. The smoke enters pipe 
direct when damper is open, but is forced entirely 
around radiator when damper is closed, thus making 
it a full return flue radiator. 

The Robinson tubular radiator with cast iron top 
and bottom is peculiarly constructed in that it has a 
row of seamless boiler flues standing close together 
and forming a solid wall, around which the products 
ot combustion pass on way to smoke pipe.

GRINDING TINNERS SHEARS. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

It is not every one who can keep a hotel—or grind 
bench shears; yet it is easy enough to grind shears if 
every one knows how. When the shears are sharp 
they cut the metal and when they are dull they tear it. 

It is evident that when the blades of the shears are 
brought together that the sharp edges will cut into the 
metal, but when the edges are worn the tendency is for 
the metal to be drawn in between the two blades. If 
the shear blades are not strong the iron will be drawn

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between, forcing the blades apart. A person can tell 
by looking at a piece of cut metal in what condition 
the tool was which did the cutting. When shears are 
in good condition cutting can be done in much less 
time and with less expenditure of power. 

In using shears they will work much better if oiled. 
In cutting common sheet iron the fine scale sticks to 
the shears and causes much friction. If an oily rag is 
drawn over the shears they cut much better. In cut- 
ting out elbows it is not half the work when the shears 
are oiled. When shears are new the shape of the 
blades is something like Fig. 1. From above the bolt 
hole to the point they are in a slight curve. In using 
most of the cutting is done near the bolt, and of 
course there is where they get dull first. The person 
who grinds the shears is apt to grind just where they 
are dull and not take off the same amount the whole 
length of the blade, and the result is the shears get in 
the shape shown by the dotted lines. 

When the shears are new only a small amount of the

metal is brought in contact with the shears at once 
in cutting, consequently the shears cut easy the entire 
length of the blade. When they are ground out of 
shape, as shown by the light dotted lines in the figure, 
they will cut as far as from c to b. But when they 
get together at b the action is more like a pair of flat 
pliers; the edges taking in too much metal at once, 
and the operator is not strong enough to cut as much, 
the result is he has to chop or haggle the iron off, and 
the edges of the iron and his temper are in about the 
same condition. The heavy dots in Fig. 1 show the 
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shape in which the blades should be kept—the same 
that they were when new. 

Any one who has ever tried to grind a pair of bench 
shears knows how difficult it is to obtain the proper 
bevel. It is hard work, too, to hold the blade of heavy 
shears unless one knows how, when it is very easy. 
Nail a board in front of the grindstone so as to give 
the proper bevel and at the same time hold the weight 
of the shear blade. 

Fig. 2 is a perspective view of the shear blade in 
position. It will be noticed the board is nailed on so 
as not to interfere with the crank. The board can be 
raised or lowered so as to give any bevel desired. 


‘Shears, when new, have very little bevel to the edge, so 


as to give the cutting edge all the support possible. 
After the shears are ground to shape the edges should 
be finished with an oil stone, oiled and put together. 
It is a good plan to have a grindstone in the shop for 
shears only. “‘Which have the worst grindstones— 
tinners or blacksmiths?” is a question not yet settled. 

In grinding snips I never take them apart, for if the 
nut is taken off the bolt a number of times the oil 
works in and the nut will turn when the snips are be- 
ing used, which brings the blades in contact with the 
metal in such a way as to cut off the edge, and in a 
short time ruin the snips. Snips are so small and 
light it is very easy to grind them, and yet how few 
tinners have snips that they can cut smoothly and easily 
with. Between rust and dullness the snips are gen- 
erally in bad condition. 

I am aware that shears or snips, after long use, wear 
more between the jaws where the cutting is done than 
where the oil is, near the bolt, and that in order to cut 
true they should be ground true as far as they touch. 
This is very difficult to do on an ordinary grindstone. 
If the shears require trueing up on the flat surface it 
can be done by using coarse, then fine, emery paper, 
bending the emery paper over a small piece of flat 
board so it will cut true. If the round part of bolt 
in shear is worn so the shears “wabble,” then a very 
thin piece of sheet brass can be put in. 

I have ground the blades to 28-inch squaring shears 
on a common grindstone the way above mentioned.

It is reported that the United States Steel Corpora 
tion will convert the sheet steel mill which was erected 
by the Sharon Steel Company, but never operated into 
a tin plate mill. This would make 40 hot mills in the 
South Sharon plant and the largest tin mill in the 
world. It is also said that the company will erect a 
new blooming mill to handle the product from the 17 
open-hearth furnacés. There are now 12 furnaces, but 
five more are to be erected. The company, it is said, 
is figuring on using the tube mill building for a bloom- 
ing mill. This is another department which was com- 
pleted but never operated. Two new blast furnaces are 


to. be built.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 
Sales during the past week have been very light. 


The outlook, however, is more encouraging, as con- 


sumers are beginning to show added interest in the. 


iron market and putting out inquiries with a show of 


more confidence than displayed for some time. 

It has been generally conceded in the past that when 
prices are at the top notch a slump comes with prac- 
tically no warning. 

It is worthy of consideration, therefore, that with 
a quiet market and prices weak a reaction is liable to 
take place suddenly and without any intimation of 
impending change. 

The present state of the market is the result of 
general conditiors which are so divergent and wide- 
spread that it is extremely difficult for even those 
who are supposed to be on the inside to make any 


predictions. 


Prices for all classes of pig iron have remained prac- 


tically stationary during the past week. 


BARS. 


Specifications for soft lead steel bars have had an 
increase in new business, mainly in small amounts, 
ranging from 250 to 500 tens, and one lot of 1,000 tons 
for next season’s requirements, but the principal feat- 
ures of the market has been the increased demand for 
hoops, among the sales being one lot of 5,000 tons for 
the season’s requirements placed by coopers. Brewers 
are said to be in the market for further additional ton- 
nage. Bar iron has developed further weakness, and 
the increased volume of business has been transacted 
at the lower prices current, among the sales being one 
lot of 1,000 tons by car builders on the basis of 
1.72%c, Chicago, and other contracts in the neighbor- 
hood of 1,000 tons on the basis of 1.70c, Chicago. At 
the close even these prices would be shaded for a con- 
siderable tonnage of desirable sizes. Most of the 
business has been for immediate specification and 
quick shipment. <A further considerable tonnage is 
anticipated in the near future. The following are the 
prices current, f. 0. b. cars, Chicago, mill shipment: 
Bar iron, 1.70c to 1.75c; soft steel bars, 1.76%c to 
1.86%4c; hoops, 2.164%c to 2.26%4c; angles, under 3 
inches, 1.86%4c to 1.91%c, base. The merchant trade 
has shown a little more animation, and the market 
has remained steady at the following range of prices: 
Bar iron, 2c to 2.15¢; soft steel bars, 2c rates; angles, 
under 3 inches, 2.10c rates, and hoops, 2.40c, base, 
from store. 


BINDER TWINE. 

Unsatisfactory conditions continue in binder’ twine, 
owing to the variety of prices and to the uncertainty 
as to the probable requirements for twine. The ex- 
cessive rains throughout the country have retarded the 
ripening of grain, and consequently postponed harvest. 
The straw in many parts of the country is large and 
the growth rank. Floods, on the other hand, have 
destroyed crops in many cases, and have put some 
stocks of twine under water. Quotations in the east 
range from 12 to 12% cents per pound in small quan- 
tities for Sisal and Standard. Reports from the west 
indicate a range of quotations from Io to 13% cents 
in less than carload lots, according to locality and sup- 
ply. There seems to be a general impression that 
about the same amount of twine will be required for 
the country as last year, but this is more or less sup- 
position under the condition prevailing. The belief is 
expressed in some quarters that scarcity of twine, if 
there is any, will be largely confined to Sisal. 





GLASS. 

Owing to the slowness with which replies have 
been received from members of the Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion, relative to their acceptance of the combined man- 
ufacturers’ proposition of a sale of 300,000 boxes of 
glass, final acceptance was postponed until June 15. 
That date has passed and the association have not 
agreed to buy what there is little prospect of their 
needing in the near future. Whether the manufac- 
turers will again extend the date of acceptance or car- 
ry out their threat of selling direct to the trade re- 
mains to be seen. Some are of the opinion that when 
the jobbers’ stocks need replenishing the manufac- 
turers will be willing to sell them. It is not the pro- 
posed advance over the former price* that is causing 
timidity on the part of the jobbers, but lack of de- 
mand, and the desire not to have stocks on hand in the 
fall when the blowing machine may play a prominent 
part in the market. The Jobbers’ Association have 
advanced prices, which took effect on the 15th inst., 
as follows: In small lots, 90 and 5 per cent discount 
for the first three brackets, and go and 15 per cent dis- 
count for all sizes above, either single or double 
strength. The last allotment of glass was bought on 
a new manufacturers’ list, in which the list prices of 
the first three brackets were reduced. The proposed 
purchase price is based on the old manufacturers’ list, 
which would make an advance to the jobbers of about 
10 per cent in the cost. In prospect of this higher 
cost, the Jobbers’ Association have revised their dis- 
counts.

TIN. 


There was a good advance in tin to-day in London. 
Locally the market was fair, with spot prices a shade 
$28.00@28.20. 

It is stated that on June 13 there were 1,870 tons of 
tin in warehouse, of which 854 tons were Straits and 
1,016 tons Australian. Of the latter about 250 tons 
consisted of Mount Bischoff and Pyrmont metal, the 
remainder consisting of brands which are not accepta- 
ble to the bulk of tin plate consumers, except under 
compulsion. 


TIN PLATES. 


During the week ending June 27 the arrivals of tin 
and black plates were 3,766. The stock of tin plates. 
on June 13 was 146,042 boxes, against 169,226 the 
same time last year.

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RAILROADS, WEALTH, INTERNAL COMMERCE.

From the foregoing table it will be seen that in 1850, 
when the population of the United States was already 
more than 23,000;000, but the country was suffering 
from an utter lack of transportation facilities, having 
only 9,000 miles of railroad in the entire country, the 
national commerce of the United States amounted to 
only $2,000,000,000 per annum, while the total wealth 
of the country amounted to only a little more than 
*$7,000,000,000. In the fifty-two years that have 
elapsed from that time down to 1902, the railroad 
mileage of the United States has grown from only 
9,000 to almost 202,000 miles, or more than 2,000 per 
cent. During this same period the population in- 
creased from 23,000,000 to 79,000,000, or only about 
230 per cent, while the internal commerce of the coun- 
try grew from $2,000,000,000 to $20,000,000,000, an 
increase of goo per cent, and its wealth increased from 
$7 000,000,000 to more than $100,000,000,000, or over 
1,400 per cent.

COMPOSITION IN DYNAMITE. 


In the manufacture of nitro-glycerine explosives 
there is continually a danger overlooking the workers, 
and we very properly find the strictest discipline in 
vogue, and endless precautions taken to avoid acci- 
dents. : 

Dynamite is composed of 75 per cent of nitro-glycer- 
ine and 25 per cent of kieselguhr. Dynamite consists 
merely of liquid nitro-glycerine which has been ab- 
sorbed by some porous material. The liquid was dis- 
covered by Sobrero, an Italian, in 1846. Its transport 
and use was attended with so much danger, however, 
that the late Alfred Nobel conceived, in 1867, the plan 
of absorbing it in some non-explosive medium. 

After experimenting with saw-dust, brick-dust, char- 
coal, paper, rags and kieselguhr, he finally settled upon 
the last named as the best material. This kieselguhr, 
which is sometimes known as “guhr,” is a silicious 
earth, mainly composed of the skeletons of mosses and 
microscopic diatoms, found as a slaty black peat in 
Scotland, Germany and Italy. 

Before this kieselguhr is used as a diluent it is put 
through what is called the “guhr-mill,” where it is 
calcined in a large kiln, rolled*and sifted, the result 
being a very light pink powder of the consistency of 
flour. 

Nitro-glycerine is the necessary explosive of dyna- 
mite, and others of its class, and it is made from glyc- 
erine, the luxury of the dressing table, and nitric acid. 
—Henry Holmes in “The Science and Art of Mining.”
